facilities, reports from long-term ~ 


facilities throughout the state 
indicate payments to them for 
care of Medical Assistance (pub- 
lic aid) recipients are being 
delayed. 

These delays are occurring 
statewide, not only to long-term 
facilities, but to other providers 
of medical services, inlcuding 
physicians and hospitals; they 
appear to be a result of cash 
flow problems being experienced 
by the State of Illinois, the THCA 
said. 

In an effort to moderate the 
state’s cash problems, the 
Department of Public Aid has 
lengthened the period of time in 
which the department issues 
reimbursement checks to nurs- 
ing homes. 

The department’s payment 
cycle for paying for such ser- 
vices had averaged 45-50 days 
from the date the service was 
provided. It has now been 
extended to 75-90 days. 

The extension of the payment 
cycle began in the last quarter 
of 1986 and it is expected that — 
without approval of the gover- 


nor’s tax increase plan — these 
late payments~ will_continue—into. 
the 1988 fiscal year that begins, 
July 1, 1987, the IHCA said. 

Long-term-care facilities in the 
Medical Assistance program 
have contacted vendors and sup- 
pliers in an effort to see that the 
provision of goods and services 
is continued through this period. 

Banks and lending -institutions 
are also being contacted for 
short-term loans to enable facili- 
ties to meet operating expenses 
during the delay period. But 
numerous facilities have alread; 
reached their credit limits wi 
financial institutions, the associ- 
ation’s executive director, David 
Seckman, said. 

“The elderly and frail in Illi- 
nois deserve the highest quality 
of care possible. The association 
sincerely hoy these delays in 
payments will not cause a nega- 
tive impact on the ability of 
facilities to continue to provide 
quality of care. 

“It is indeed unfortunate that 
the residents of long-term-care 
facilities may be suffering at the 
hands of state government's 
inability to provide adequate 
funding to these facilities on a 
timely basis,’’ Seckman said.

Accidents in the home can be 
minimized, says Fred Bruss, 
safety coordinator at St. Eliza- 
beth’s' Hospital in Belleville, if 
an elderly person. takes special 
care. The-following checklist can 
be used to establish some pre- 
ventive maintenance: 

1. Don’t hurry. — 

This may seem obvious, and 
yet many home accidents are 
directly attributable to an elder- 
ly person’, ipping in the tub or 
on the stairs while hurrying to 
answer a telephone or doorbell. 

For this reason, it is vital that 
the elderly person develop an 
unhi approach to the daily 
activities around the house--A 


few moments lost in moving 
more slowly, but carefully, wiil 
save days or weeks spent recov- 
ering from an accident. 

2. Avoid falls — 

There are some simple tips to 
help reduce the possibility of a 
fall 

They are: anchor all scatter 
rugs to. the floor with non-skid. 
backing; provide adequate light- 
ing throughout the house, partic- 
ularly at the bottom and top of 
stairways; install non-skid strips 
in the tub or shower and on 
uncarpeted stairs; install sturdy 
handrails on both sides of stair- 
ways; insure that furniture does 
not block walkways from room 
to room; and install safety rails 
near the toilet. 

3. Eliminate bathroom hazards 

Soaking or showering in hot 
water can cause dizziness, so the 
elderly should move slowly when 
getting out of the tub or shower. 

Also, since very hot water, can 
cause scalding, lower “the tem- 
perature by re-setting the hot 
water heater. 

To avoid slipping on loose bars 
of soap, consider using soap on a 
cord which can be worn around 
the neck or hung over the fau- 
cet. 

Accessories which add to bath 
and shower safety include stor- 
age racks which keep soap, 
shampoo, etc., in one convenient 
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place. (These can be mounted 
over faucets.) 

Stoolsor_ chairs with-suetion- 
tipped legs will ease the chores 
of getting in and out of tubband/ 
or shower. Remove objects that 
can do more harm than good. 
Replace glass or china objects 
with unbreakable plastic contain- 
ers. ~ 

Do not use oils in the bath or 

shower, as they may create slip- 
pery surfaces. And keep all elec- 
tric appliances. even hairdryers, 
in another room . 
4. Review kitchen safety ~ 
Because of the heatin; ur- 
faces needed for cooking, the 
kitchen—is—another— potentially 
hazardous area of the home for* 
the elderly 

To prevent fires and burns, 
the elderly should make sure 
that: + 

Window curtains are kept out 
of reach-of the stove; garments 
with loose-hanging sleeves are 
not worn when cooking; a box of 
baking sode is kept near the 
stove to smother grease fires; 
all electrical appliances are dis- 
connected when not in usé; and 
a hot dish holder is placed’ near 
the stove. 


5. Minimize fire danger -— 

Smoking probably presents the 
biggest fire danger in the home 
The elderly should be especially 
careful that all ashtrays* aré 
emptied into metal containers 
before putting them into the 
trash. Smoking in bed should not 
be done. $ 

To minimize the dangers of 
fire, the elderly should also: 

Regularly check all wiring for 
loose connections. 

Install and maintain smoke 
alarms on all floors of the house 

Avoid using kerosene heaters. 
They can cause asphyxiation 
from the release of gases to 
which the elderly are especially 
susceptible. ‘ 

Plan an escape route in case 
of fire, and hold regular: exit 
drills.

VENICE — ‘‘You have a good, 
basically sound school system,” 
said Valmeyer Superintendent of 
Schools Harold R. Baum, evalua- 
tion- chairman for the North Cen- 
tral Association Visiting—Com- 
mittee.

Baum headed a group of 16 
professionals comprising an

Lack of a music program and 
limited mathematics, science 
and foreign language offerings in 
the high school curriculum were 
concerns expressed in the final 
analysis. 

Some unmet Health and Life 
Safety requirements for the 
school building, also mentioned 
in the evaluation study, already 
are being corrected, Venice 
Superintendent Robert Vickers 
said 

In this regard, Baur. who was 
invited to review the evaluation 
report at the board meeting, 
said, *'We have asbestos in our 
(buildings).

=: To boil or not to boil may be 
this year’s summertime question 
for jam and jelly makers. 

It used to be normal proce- 
“dure for homemakers to use 
their old baby food and mustard 
jars to keep fresh fruit sweet 
and ready for cold-weather -bis- 
cuits in thickened preserves, 
covered with a thin layer of par- 
affin to keep out the evil spirits’ 
that would make them spoil. ‘. 

With modern testing proce- 
dures has come the information 
that spoilage is caused by bac- 
teria it can flourish when pre- 
serves are not well sealed. 

“To ensure success with this 
process, home. economists. rec- 
ommend using proper canning 
equipment and procedures. This 
means the-end. of the makeshift 
jar and the paraffin cover, but 
this year processing methods are 
almost as numerous as dressings 
at a salad bar. * 

It does not look like the situa- 
, tion will become clearer next 
year either because private and 
{government food resource people 
await the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s latest revisions for 
processing. = 

As Jackie Shadrick, home 
‘economist with Ball Corporation, 
puts it, ‘Home preserving is not 
an area to be tampered with. I 
am Scared for the consumer.” 

This year General Foods has 
revised its recommendations for 
making jams and jellies with the 
fruit pectins it manufactures — 
Certo, Sure-Jell_and_Sure-Jell 
Light — to allow the inversion 
method. 

This simpler method suggests 
filling prepared, standard jars 
with’ the hot, fruity liquid, then 
Scevering with two-piece lids and 
immediately ‘turning over the, 
jars on their tops for five min- 
utes. 

-Stephanie Williams, division 
services manager, says the 
emphasis is on “‘simple. If there 
isan easier way to make jams 
and jellies, we. would like to 
offer this process.” 

She says General Foods tested 
the process for two years as a 
Seooperative effort between its 
technical research, micro-biology 
and test kitchen departments. 
The observation is that extreme- 
iy hot liquid exposes the inner 
Surface of a lid to heat, thus 
reducing the possibility of mold 
of growth on the lid and sealing 
the jam or jelly. She notes that 
this may a positive step upward 
for many people who still rely on 
paraffin for a seal. 

“We still recommend that the 
jams and jellies be stored in 
cool, dry places,”’ she adds. 

There are other opinions about 
the inversion method, however. 
Karla Hughes, a home economist 
with the University of Missouri 
at Columbia, whose main focus 
is preserving foods, calls Gener- 
al Foods’ endorsement of the 

rocedure ‘‘an unfortunate thing 
‘or consumers because it con- 
fuses them.’” 

The U! ersity of Missouri 
Extension service usually gets 
the phone calls from local -jelly 
makers. It recommends putting 

jams and jellies in. a hot water 

ith five minutes before consid- 
ering them sealed. 

To seal jars using this heat 
method, place filled jars on a 
rack'in a water bath canner or 
other large- container filled with 
hot water: Make certain the 
‘water is an inch or two over the 
tops of jars. Cover the canner. 
Bring the water to a rolling boil 
and boil gently five minutes. 

Hughes gives three reasons for 
preferring the hot water bath 
method of sealirig. The first: is 
that discoloration can become 
apparent.at the top of a jar.

Highway spending) 
xceeds $1 billion 





SPRINGFIELD Hikes in 
the-$tateé and federal motor fuel 
taxeS\<since 1983 have caused 
highway- spending in Mlinois to 
increase dramatically, Comptrol- 
ler_Roland W. Burris reported 
this week. : 

Inv his monthly report on the 
fiscal’ health of the state, Burris 
saidchighway construction spend- 
ing for the current fiscal year 
should top $1 billion for the first 
time,= more than double what 
was spent a decade ago. 

In! 1983 Illinois enacted a gas 
tax ‘increase phase-in which 
hikéd the tax from 7.5 cents per 
gallon -to its current rate of 13 
cents per gallon. It marked the 
first time since 1969 that state 
gas taxes had been increased. 

At the same time, the federal 
gas fax was increased from four 
to fide cents per gallon. As a 
result of these rate increases, 
$670 million (78.5 percent) of the 
growth in- Highway Funds reve- 
nues*. during the last decade 
occfirred since fiscal 1983. 

In’fiscal 1986, Road Funds rev- 
enues hit $1.631 billion, nearly 
double the Road Fund revenues 
* of $841 million a decade earlier 
in fiscal 1977. At the same time, 
expénditures from the Road 
FuridS totaled $1.532 billion in 
fiscal 1986, 86.4 percent more 
than*the $822 millton spént in fis- 
cab1977. :

“It looks like central Ilinois is 
a real hot spot,” Bystrak said, 
referring to old map. 

In addition to showing range 
and populatin densities, the 
USFWS hopes to learn some- 
thing about how the presence of 
a cicada brood might affett Sur- 
vey results. 

“We -want-to-find--out~if they 
interfere with the breeding bird 
survey,” said Sam Droege, also 
a biologist at the USFWS’s 
Maryland lab. A 

“Most of the recording made 
during the breeding bird survey 
are of bird that.are heard, rath- 
er than ‘seen. If there are cica- 
das in the area droning away, 
it’s likely to cut down on the 
number of bird songs a person 
might otherwise hear."’ 

“One of our statisticians sug- 
gested mapping out when and 
where all the broods occur and 
seeing if those- areas show 
depressed breeding bird survey 
results for the years cicadas are 
present,” Bystrak said. _ 

“There’s a brood of periodical 
cicadas out somewhere just 
about every year, but overali the 
effects are negligible. 

“The thing to be learned prob- 
ably is that if you’re planning a 
one-year survey in which people 
have to rely on their ears, you 
probably shouldn’t have it the 
same year periodical cicadas 
are out.” 

Cicadas are neither dangerous 
.nor destructive. They may, how- 
ever, cause minor damage to 
small ornamental trees or 
orchard stock because of the 
manner in which they: lay their 
eggs. 

After mating, a female cicada 
uses her saw-like ovipositor to 
open a wound in the rk of a 
small twig or branch, and depos- 
its 28 to 48 eggs in the exposed 
sapwood. 

If the females girdle a small 
twig, the leaves may wither and 
the twig may break in a high 
wind 

“The damage they cause is 
negligible,” Bystrak said. ‘“The 
trees essentially get a pruning.”” 

Kleen, who coordinates the 
breeding bird survey in Llinois, 
said the annual effort is ‘‘a sort 
of early warning system’’ for 
monitoring bird populations. 

“If were having a major 
decine in some species, the sur- 
vey allows us to document that 
without having to wait 10 years 
to prove it,” Kleen said.

The Bi-State Development 
Ag mcy board’ has approved a 
$92.2 million operating budget 
for the fiscal year beginning 
July’. 

The budget for transit 
operations is nearly a $2 million 
(2, percent) decrease from this 
year’s budget and includes no 
planned fare increase, officials 


said. 

The. budget includes plans ‘to 
close the agency’s garage on 
North Broadway and combine its 
services within other garages. 
The closing will bring an annual 
saying of $234,430 in operating 
expenses -and a one-time capital 
saving of $75,000, officials said. 
The .capital savings are included 
in the capital portion of the 
agency's budget.

The pursuit of lunker large- 
mouth , fish weighing more 
than four pounds, is ganeraily, 
the goal of veteran fishermen 
who would prefer to catch one of 
these than a whole stringer of 
‘keepers.’ 

I like to catch bass of any 
size, but must confess there’s 
nothing like the sight of a huge 
bass exploding from the water 
and doing aerial flip-flops on the 
end of my line.,-- “ = 

Having worked at it long and 
hard enough, I've netted my 
share of biggies, giving me some 
experience on how to catch big 
bass. 

To catch bass besting average 
size, you must fish lakes or 
pone that are old enough to 

ave grown sizable fish. Your 
Uncle Bob’s cow pasture pond 
maybe full of bass, but-if it’s 
just a few years old chances are 
the bass haven’t had time to 
grow to lunker status. Farm 
ponds are the most fertile 
waters in the Midwest, but even 
here it takes six or seven years 
to grow bass in the four-to five- 
pound range, and 10 years or 
more before you stand much 
chance of catching a trophy 
bass. 

But age is not the only factor 
in a lake producing lunker fish. I 
know of several lakes 20 or more 
years old that. produce a lot of 
small fish but rarely one of lun-

ker size. Such lakes are over- 
populated with.smaH, stunted 

ss, and from one year to the 
next the fish simply don’t grow. 
Scale samples from these ‘runts’ 
will show they are old enough to 
weigh more than two pounds, 
but there are so many of them 
in a given lake that they get just 
enough food to sustain them but 
not enough to put on weight. 

In such a place, catch and 
release should be forgotten tem- 
porarily, and a substantial num- 

r-of these little bass removed 
so the remaining fish will have 
more food to go around and thus 
grow larger. Such a lake,. even 
with numbers of small bass 
removed, will take several years 
before it begins producing rea- 
sonable numbers of big fish. 

Even where big bass live in 
catchable numbers, what lure or 
bait you use makes a big differ- 
ence. Occasionally a heart-stop- 
per is caught’on small lure. If 
the object of your dreams is a 
wall-hanger, your chances of 
putting one there are far better 
if you use standard size bass 
lures. I favor lures in the 
three-eighths to three-fourths 
ounce category and find they 
catch just as many one-to-two- 
«pound bass as tiny lures. 

Even among larger lures some 
have more lunker appeal than 
others. The Zara S| fe Lunker 
Lure and Nip-I-Diddee are three 
proven big bass topwater lures.

To give added 
action and present a bigger 
mouthful to a gluttonous old 
bass, try’ dressing the spinner 
with some sort of wiggly trailer, 
such as a Mister Twister tail or 
pork frog. ~° 

Another great big bass lure is 
the jig and pork frog, called the 
jig *n pig. This lure made a big 
impression on me the first time 
I used it. Using a black pork 
frog on a solid black Arkie jig, 1 
felt a fish take the lure beside a 
stand of cattails on my--second 
cast. When I reared back and 
set the hook I felt an unyielding 
live resistance and knew I was 
into the-king ofthe pond. That 
weighed nearly dlght pounds. 


A few days later I caught a 
62 pounder on the i 'n pig 
from a heavily-fished lake devel- 
opment, and it’s taken many 
heavy weights for me since. 


A few years ago my friend 
Mike Gebhart flew to Georgia to 
fish with Dixie relatives who 
were addicted to the plastic 
worm. Gebhart said the worms 
caught plenty of fish, but none of 
any size. Since his trip was 
winding down and he still hadn't 
boated a good bass, much less a 
lunker, he tied on a jig ‘n pig 
and promptly pat two seven- 

unders in the t less than an 

jour apart. That sent the Geor- 

gia boys diving for his tackle 
box in search of more of those 
“Yankee big bass lures.’
